field all the men that may be heeded, and this withoul'hard 
ship to dependents". A large body of American soldiers are 
already on 'French soil, more are to follow very soon and there 
will be no slackening so long as the need of help continues 
In the meantime the navy has been recruited from 60,000 to 
i 26,000 men and American ships are in the danger zone help- 
ing to hold the submarine'menace at bay. Steps for the'con- 
trol, of the food situation have been taken, a great Liberty loan 
has been floated, (he contribution to the Red Cross fund was 
such as to astonish the world, and in every part of the country 


• it is evident (hat the people are in earnest in the great task to 


which they have set their hands and will not relax until it is 
triumphantly accomplished. 


And there is nothing in all this which should be surprising. 


This is a great country, having greater resources than any 
other nation in the world, and when it decides to act if is in a 
position to do so with,promptness and force. 
. The surprising and regrettable fact is that the people of the 
United Stales should have libeled their country as they did 
at the lime of the "unpreparedness" excilement, when it was 
represented that the United States was about as helpless to 
protect itself as a newborn babe and that' any strong foreign 
power could come in without serious difficulty and "wipe-the 


.. country off the map."

There has been no time when anything of this sort could 


have been done, as is now amply demonstrated. Things move 
faster in (his age than they did 100 years ago and it does not 
lake a country like this forever to prepare (o defend itself or 
to. defend Ihe principles to which il is committed, which is 
what il is now doing. 


Those who were inclined to beliltlc the capacity of the coun- 


try to speak for itself when the time came.-and (o speak in a 
manner to be distinctly Jieard, may well blush for some of the 
things they said under Ihe false excitement that was permittee 
to shake the country when the "preparedness'' campaign was 
al its height. It has been demonstrated that the country can 
move quickly when the necessity arises, and not only quick!} 
but forcibly. There will be no occasion to apologize for the 
part the United Slates will play in the war. 
It is going to the 


front very promptly after the word has been given, and is go- 
ing with a force which will indicate anything but unpre- 
paredness.
